THAT PUZZLED THE SAVANT?.- 


A Cum* -With JSmvoleon In Wkich th« 


Great . Kmp«i or Waa Badly Snub- 
bed—How It Wa> Operated Bad How 
th« Secret Waa DUeoverea.

On, July. 5.1854, a fire broke out in the 


old National theater, which scion extend- 
ed to the Chinese museum, separated 
from it only by a narrow alley.

destruction of the museum was lotft ifie 
most famous, automaton .the world ;Uad 
ever known, and yet the fact parsed* uji-' 
noticed in - the Philadelphia, newspapers 
of that day. The automaton chess play- 
;r, like many of bis human antagonists, 
had outlived bis day and for several 
years hod .occupied a recess in a. small 
room in a part of the buildlug but little 
frequented by visitors.

This famous automaton was construct- 


ed at Vienna in 17G9 by Wolfunu, baron 
von Kempelen. a man of extraordinary 
mechanical ability, a good naturalist anc 
an artist.

The automaton consisted of a chest 


upon which wns seatea the figure of « 
Turk. The chest was 3V6 feet long,, 2 
feet brond and 2Va feet liigh. placed :«n 
casters, which .cnaoled the exhibitor';tp 
move it from one part of an apartmenl 
to another.

When the doors of the automaton Jijfid 


been closed, the operator began to make 
his arrangements for the game. This lie 
did by swinging- the whole furniture x*f 
the interior -of the chest—mock wheels^ 
machinery, etc.—against the outer doors 
and walls of the box. so as to throw all 
the subdivided compartment into one 
apartment. By this means he hud room 
enough to Beat himself comfortably be^ 
fore ilie chessboard on which he played. 
The moves of the adversary of the Tiick, 
iyheu made on the board before the figure, 
vvere communicated to the occupant of 
the chest by "mca'ns' of wires connected 
nith n number of disks inserted in (be 
top of the apartment, ami as soon aa any 
one of the pieces on the Turk's board was 
touched the fact was communicated' by 
the con-cspondiug disks being put In mo- 
tion. The concealed chess player repro- 
duced his opponent's moves on his own 
board,- and when he was ready to reply 
to them he made use of the left arm of 
the ligure for that purpose, as already 
slated. 
% 


The automaton was exhibited in Vien- 


na for some months, attracting a crowd 
of savants from all parts of tbe empire. 
Finally, ihe scientitic and mechanical par- 
suits of the baron having made sad in- 
roads on his patrimony, he set out on a 
tour through Europe with the object: of 
endeavoring to retrieve his impaired for- 
tunes by giving exhibitions of his curious 
invention in the principal cities on the 
continent. 
: 


Before starting on his travels Von 


Kctupclcn engaged tbe services of tbe 
most skillful chess player be could find 
to operate the automaton. 
To secure, 


too. the Turk from all hazard of defeat, 
ending of games were only played, under 
the pretext that complete -games would 
occupy too much time. A book contain- 
ing a scries of end games was always 
bauded to the opponents of. the automa< 
ton, 
nnd they were allowed their choice 


of the white or the black pieces. Neither 
In appearance could be fairer than this; 
but, 
ns a matter of fact, the positions 


were so contrived that whoever took the 
first move—which the Turk invariably 
claimed—had a force won game. 


When Baron von Kempelen died. in 


180-1, his son disposed of the automaton 
to one Mnclzel. court mechanic at Ber- 
lin, 
who occasionally exhibited it. .In 


ISOO Maclzol was occupying some portion 
of the palace of Schonbrun, when Na- 
poleon made It his headquarters after the 
battle of Wngram. 
It was there that 


the automaton played with the emperor 
the now historic game of chess. 
Na- 


poleon, who was n poor player, quickly 
lost the game. 
He* then challenged the 


automaton to a second encounter. In the 
course of tbe game be purposely made 
a'fnlse move. The Turk bowed gi-avcly 
and replaced the piece on its proper 
square. 
A few seconds later the e.nvr 


peror.-repented his maneuver and with a 
similar result. But when the .thing be; 
currcd for the third, time, the automaton 
rwept the whole o£ the chessmen off ih,e 
board. 
Allgnicr, the inventor of the 


;ambit named after., him, Is believed to 
lave bceij the player who had the temeri- 
ty to inflict so merited a rebuke upon 
the"victbr :ot n hundred battles." 


About two years later Eagene .Beau- 


bnrnais, -then' viceroy, of Italy, witnessed 
an exhibition of the automaton at Milan. 
Hli curiosity was so : great- • that Tie 
bought of M&elzel ttoth the automaton 
and the secret ofihis^mecbanism.tfoEiil 
OOO^frnncs. 
The prince, however,, soon 


tired of his.purchase, and the Turk, relo* 
gated to ..a i timber room, passed .the next 
four or five years -in inglorious seclusion. 


Ifa 1817 ;Maelzei bought hack the' au- 


tomaton. ut the same. price. Prince Eu- 
gene gave for it. 
After exhibiting tho 


Turk for several years in England and on 
the. continent Maelzel sailed from. Hay re 
forJNew V»rk in December, 1S2& Here 
the automaton defeated the most skillful 
American amateurs and' became the sen- 
sation of thfi..day... .During the tour;of 
the Turk through the United States he 
rfrcw greht. crowdsi and'the pockets-oi 
his .owner became .well 
filled,

-Intent only on reliev- 
ing his, nlly from bis Irksome confine- 
ment, Maclzol, slopped to the windo.w, 
threw (he shutters wide open and then 
rcturn'ltffr', to the automaton lifted thp 
top of the chest.

Ho lores to 
hunt In packs, und when introduced to a 
human futnily horcgnrds tho family as bis 
pack and hunts accordingly, so that ho is 
easily luado serviceable by tho human 
hunter. Tho cut, on tho contrary, Is un- 
social. It lives alone and hunts alone, so 
that it could not bo expected to bo easily 
trained to hunt, cither with inen or for 
men. 
In fact, the only member of the cat 


family that Is known to havo been trained 
to hunt is the cheetah, though an ancient 
Egyptian painting, which may bo scon in 
tho British nuiteuin, reprcsensn cat which 
is apparently assisting a hunter to catob 
birds. 


There is another reason for thinking 


that tbo cat must have been adopted by 
man after tho hunting age—namely, the 
cat's wonderful attachment to localities. 
Animals liko the wolf, with which the 
dog is most closely allied, follow their 
proy over vast tracts of country und socm 
to bo entirely destitute of local attach- 
ment. 
Tho wildcat, on tho contrary, set- 


tles down in a particular spot und waits 
for its proy to como. '\Vhonromo\cd from 
Its accustomed habitat, it seems to lose Its 
skill, and therefore would bo useless to 
men In a hunting ngo, becauso in that ago 
men seldom hnd fixed habitations, but 
roamed abroad wherever game was to bo 
found. 
Of course much of this is eon 


jecture. 
Whether tho cat or tho dog was 


flrst adopted by man cannot now bo cer- 
tainly known, hut tho cat was well known 
as a domestic animal ut an early period of 
human history.—Boston Journal.

I had many conversations with Mr. 


Clark about Lincoln. Shortly before Uncle 
Phillp'ti death ho told me thut he first, met 
Lincoln iuliSJll undur circumstances which 
were such i;s to livo In bis nioiuor}*. 


"Tho sceuo of my first uiuecing with 


him Is as Tlvld In luumory an my walk 
down town yesterday," stikl tho old man, 
whoso eyo twinkled with th'; keen seuse of 
the grotesque aroused by some features of 
tho incident. This is the story as he told 
it to me: 


"My father and I wci-o livlnp: about 


oi£ht miles from Springfield und were em- 
barking in fue business of flutbouting, 
whiuh waa a sort of craze, as you DOW call 
it, among the -well to do old settlers who 
sought 11 market for their flour arid pork 
on tlie lower Mississippi.

His npnvar- 
r.neo made me laugh, and I winked at fa- 
ther, who soon began to converse with 
him. 1 was 15 years old nnd the visitor 
v.-)is then about iU. "lie soon told us his 
mission. lie did not smile. He wus so 
earnest ftll tho while that his very earnest- 
ness Impressed me. 
Ho bore u letter to 


my father from Dcntnn Ofl'ut, an old ac- 
}iiu;fltuiice of ours who had a JluDbout on 
fhc other fork of thu river which had 
caught on a enug in the stream and defied 
the efforts of tho 7iien to remo\o It. 
The 


visitor was Abo Lincoln, and tho letter ho 
brought wits <»uo asking my father for 
help. Father loid juo to accompany Liu- 
coin to Offut's bum. He wus to como oil 
luter. 


"Lincoln and I vv.ilkcd together pis 


miles to where tho bout wus stuck. In ;i 
few moments we dislodged It nnrt «out it 
tloating (lov/ii to the. fork of thu river. 


"I have often be.-ird Lincoln credited 


with joking und merrymaking Into in life, 
nnd sumo have cnlU'd him a humorist by 
iiuUnv 
With Jill duo regard for the opin- 


ions of tlio jjjreut men wbn scam to know 
so much muivof Lincoln's heart and mind 
than we who f, 
prew up with him, I must 


deny the currecMiess of this, for ho vas the 
.••uddtiiit and must earno.sL luun I over know, 
und bad my ncquuinlanc'o with him ter- 
minated and had 1 iitnor hear.l of him 
after tlmt llnl limit event, I %\nuld ne\er 
hti\c fur^otU:D Uiu impivsslun of suinnv lu 
made on iiiotlicn. It Abr Lincoln liarnH 
anything, be leyriied how to joke, lur the 
iirt v.'as not bred \\ilb him, hut eamu to 
him 111 after years to oil the. great machine- 
of mind struining under the ' irdcna thut 
Clod chuso lo j.ut upon him.

But wo did not agree us to the entoi'pri.^o, 
aud Lincoln abandoned this idea. 


"Thc trip tu Jieurdatoun lequired seven 


We hud n man of the. name of Wai'j 
who did the cooking, und had n skiff to 
tako us ashore when we wished to lund at 
aay place. During this trip 1 became, us 
well acquainted with Lincoln us one 
young man well could with imothor. His 
conversation wus such as to draw out In- 
formation from his companions, lie. was 
always, oven in those cheerless times, 
aspiring to better knowledge and better 
position. 


"1 returned to my homoncnr Springfield 


after purticg with my new friend c». 
Deardstown. I did not go further dowi 
tho river at that time, and he went to Now 
Orleans. Neighborhoods theu wero not a 
few miles across us now, but they covered 
Immense spaces. People spoke of others 
living 30 or 40 miles away as neighbors,

Writing of tho "Indian Womon of Alas- 


ka und Their Handiwork,"in Tho Wom- 
an's 'Home Companion, Olive McGregor 
Mt>t>: "Tho lingo expressionless faco of an 
Alaskan Indian woman shows but little 
evidence- of any ambition or ability to per- 
form even tho simplest features of domestic 
urt, and yet tho skillful and artistic results 
of tho onudlwark of these untutored abo- 
rigines is much sought after by tho tourists 
who visit their villages during the Bum- 
mer. 
Moreover, though tho women tiro 


all fat ond lazy looking, their lives are not 
uninterrupted ease, notwithstanding that 
their nocds are fow. ' Abundance of fuel Is 
all about thorn, and food, which with thorn 
is synonymous with Ush, swims almost to 
their doors. But the procuring as well as 
tho preparing of this food is all accom- 
plished by tho \\omen. 
During the sum- 


mer they leave the villages und towns for 
tho Islands In less frequented waters, 
where they camp for weeks at a time, catch- 
ing and curing the fish for winter use, 
while the men lazily watch thum or paddlo 
tho canoe or otherwise ainugo themselves. 


"If an Indian's wife Is in 111 health or 


too old to work, h6 marries another young- 
er wlfo, usually n relative of tho llrst one, 
who is expected to provide tho food, v;hllo 
tho first wife cures for the houso and chil- 
dren. Fish and barrios furnishing almost 
the only food of these people, thu women 
have llttlo scope or ambition for develop- 
ing culinary art, but In mutters of personal 
adornment they tnko keen delight. 
Dur- 


ing tho long, dark winter thoy weave 
beautiful bhmkuts and baskets for their 
own 
UKO and to sell. 
Tho blankets uro 


made from tho strong rough wool of tho 
wild mountain sheep. Yet some of these 
are as soft as silk and In beauty of color- 
ing and intricacy of design rival tho ori- 
ental rugs and hangings. It usually takes 
n woman sis months to cor?iplctu ono 
blanket, but many of thorn sell for prices 
ranplng from 850 to S2UO. 


The much sought after genuineChllknt 


blanket is about 4 feet long und 2>» feot 
wide nt each end; but, as ono Bldu is 
pointed, tho center is n foot wldur than tho 
ondt;, and on this sidu is ornamented with 
a 10 inch fringe. 
Tlieso are worn In t.hu 


dance, thrown around tho shoulders, with 
tho pointed fringed sido hanging down. 
Tbo design is grotosquo, consisting of con- 
vcntionalizud faces of inon uiid animals in 
palo green, outlined with black on uwliito 
ground. 
Sometimes dull bluo takes tho 


place of tho pale green. A peculiarity 
which stamps their genuineness Is a Huo 
thread or shaving of dourskln In thu cun- 
tcr of t-ucli hard twisted strand of wild 
Nbeop's wool yarn, of which thoy uro niatlu, 
rendering them almost indestructible. "
